not necessarily result in the re-estab- 
lishing of the German monarchy or 
the return of the former Kaiser. 
The counter revolutionists who 
seized the state are a group of of- 
ficers who, during the war, were 
the genius of German militarism— 
Gens. Ludendorff, Lettow Vorheck. 
Von Luettwitz, Hoffman (of Brest 
Litovsk fame) and other similar 
celebrities. With them is a group 
of majors who were on the highest 


general staff during the war. Capit. 
Pabst is among them. He was the. 
military backbone for Gustave 


Noske. It wag Pabst who engineered 
the execution of 1200 men and wom- 


en and boys in Moabit prison in the 
week of March 10, 1919. 

The coup accomplished by the so- 
called royalists will probably result 
in an open military government, 
that is, government of the state by 
the army. This will mean no par- 
ticular change for Germany as 2 
whole, inasmuch as since the 
arntistice began, with the exception 
of two weeks in December, 1918. 
Germany has been ruled entirely by 
ite military caste, dictating through 
Gustave Noske, “Socialist” 
of War. 

NO REAL CHANGE. 

The seeming revolution in the 
overthrow of the Ebert government 
is not a revolution in any sincere 
sense of the word. It is merely that 
the militarists of Gerniany, after 
working the strings of the political 
puppets ruling the nation since the 
armistice, now feel themselves suf- 
ficiently strong to come out in the 
open and operate under their own 


Gen. Von Lwuettwitz and Gen. 
Hoffman are militarists of the old 
school. It was Gen. Von Luettwitz 
who commanded the garrison of 
Berlin when the so-called Spartacist 
uprisings of March, 1919, were put 
down. The uprisings of that date, 
similar to nearly all the other Prus- 
sian uprisings since the armistice 
began, were not Bolshevik revolu- 
tions, but the sporadic effort of the 
German working and middle classes 
to throw off the yoke of militarism 
which the Entente’s victory left un- 
impaired and triumphant in the Ger- 
man borders. 

Minister Noske's alliance with 
German militarists began in Novem- 
ber, 1918, when he organized his fa- 
mous “iron marine brigade” at 
Kiel. This brigade was composed 
almost exclusively of officers—junk- 
ers and royalists—and was, with 
wonderful cynicism, brought to Ber- 
lin and hailed by the government as 
the “revolutionary army.” It was 
this brigade which killed Liebknecht 
and Rosa Luxemburg. 

PREDICT MUCH UNREST. 


Capt. Pabst, Noske’s supreme 
friend in Germany, will undoubtedly 
succeed in luring Noske back into 
the military government. The re- 
sult, so far as the people of Ger- 
many are concerned, will not be no- 
ticeable. Strikes and bloodshed 
brought on by the disillusioned So- 
cialists may the next few 
months. 

It is more than probable that, 
having felt sufficiently strong to 
manipulate the coup, the militarists 
will be able to retain their hold 
upon the state. A state of siege will 
be undoubtedly clamped down, and 
the army will proceed to educate 
the people toward the election of 
Hindenburg for the Presidency of 
the new German republic.

Death of Sylvanus Thurmann Recalls 
‘Early History. 


[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 

REDLANDS, March 13.—Svlvanus 
Thurmann, pioneer mountaineer of 
the San Bernardino Mountains, died 
in the hospital at Redlands today 
after a short Illness. Thurmann 
has for several years been living out 
of the mountains, having a ranch 
of 320 acres near here where he has 
specialized in raising Angora goats. 
* He was born in Missouri in 1850 
and came to California when he was 
ten years old with his family. When 
he was twenty he came to Southern 
California and a few years later 
came to San Bernardino valley. 

In 1882 he located land in the 
San Bernardino mounfafns, twenty 


| six miles northeast of Redlands. 


was there when Redlanch was sur- 
veyed and carried the chain when 
F. E. Brown surveyed the site for 
the first Bear Valley dam. Ag soon 
as it was built and the lake formed 
Thurmanne begame the only big re- 
sort in the mountains. He increased 
the number of cabins until he could 
take care of fifty guests. 

Bluff Lake resort, as it was known, 
was for many years one of the three 
or four land marks of the San Ber- 
nardino mountains, Doble on Gold 
Mountains, Seven Oaks and Bear 
Lake being the others. 

Thurmann was a member of the 
bosse that in the early days exter- 
minated a band of horse thieves in 
The 
thieves were strongly entrenched at 
their camp in upper Santa Ana, now 
Clarks ranch. The posse drove 
them out and across the mountains 
onto the desert, three or four men 
being killed. 

Thurmann closed Bluff Lake 
about five years ago and devoted 
his time to goat raising. He is 
eurvived by his wife who was Abbie 
Pillsbury, a graduate of Mt. Hol- 
yoke Seminary.

President Ebert and the members of 
his government were permitted to leave 
Berlin; and they hastened to Saxony, 
established a new capital there and is- 
sued an appeal to the friends of lawful 
representative government in Germany 
to rally to the support of a government 
of justice, reposing on universal suf- 
frage, and help it beat back the forces 
of military autocracy. Ebert is still the 
de jure president of the German em- 
pire and has the law and the constitu- 


more powerful militarist party. Pos- 
session is the last word among the pres- 
ent de facto governments of Eurape. 
The latest German revolution is pri- 
marily a protest against the socialistic 
tendencies of the Ebert government, 
which hal lately passed legislation 
tending to sovietize German industry. 
Dr. Von Kapp has opposed the Ebert 
government since its inception; but 
since the signing of the armistice, he 
and his followers have declined to take 
ahy part in a royalist movement. He 
has been quoted as saying that he is 
as much opposed to a dynastic form of 
government as to one conducted on 
radical socialistic lines. He has claimed 
to be espousing a form of government 


| that would permit German industry to 


be conducted on the principles that 
made Germany so prosperous under 
the old regime, but freed from the-do- 
minion of the Hohenzollerns. 

If his professions are sincere, the ex- 

iser would not be more welcome in 
Germany now than under the Ebert 
government. For the present, at least 
— it would be presumptuous to attempt 
to read the future, even with the as- 
sistance of the ouija board—there will 
be no return from Elba. Von Hinden- 
burg will doubtless be a commanding 
personage in the new government, but 
there will be no place for the Hohen- 


zollern or any of his progeny. ee 


While the new de facto government 
appears ‘to be a reaction against radi- 
cal socialism, it will add to the present 
confusion atid chaos in Europe. The 
Ebert government, having been elected 
by universal suffrage, will probably 
find strong support outside Berlin; and 


| the stage seems set for civil war. The 


attitude taken by the Supreme Council 


is that there will be no outside inter- 


ference 80 long as the rights of oth 
peoples, guaranteed in the Versailles 
treaty, are not violated. 3 

But what a powerful argument this 
revolution presents for a strong and 
harmonious international alliance, in 
the form of a League of Nations! The 
old reactionary and dynastic forces of 
Germany will be certain to attempt to 
squeeze back into power through the 
scision the agrarian and radi- 
cal Socialist parties. The dream of 
“Deutschland uber Alles is not yet 
forgotten. For the economic and social 
salvation of the German people them- 
selves there must ben visible, existing, 
organized force strong enough to crush 
forthwith any new attempt at German 


aggression. 


The German people have a right to 


select their own form of government; 
they have a right to late their in- 
ternal affairs, so long as those regula- 
tions do not come in conflict with the 


international treaties that Germany has 
signed. But Germany has been ruled 


so long by force, has been so accus- 
tomed to regarding the terms of right 
and might as interchangeable, that the 
peace of the world will not be secure 
until the League of Nations is enforo 
ing every right guaranteed by its 


covenant, and the United States has 


become an active member.

495; total revenue; $29,242; average 
daily number of patients, 898, to- 
laling 14,000 for year; cost per pa- 
Uent per day, $1.71. 

The County Hospital is the third 
largest of the Kind in the United 
States. It has 1283 beds. To care 
for this great village of sick folks 
requires thirty-five graduate physi- 
clans, 175 nurses and 200 misce)- 
laneous officers and employees. 
There are 130 student nurses in 
training. 
There are practically no formal 
ties connected with admission. Th 
patient goes to the hospital if he i. 
able, or, if not, is taken there i. 
one of the four ambulances of th 
institution, given a preliminary ex 
amination and sent to the prope 
ward for treatment. 

The leper colony, with an aver 
age of from five to eight inmates 
is the only place of its kind in th. 
southern part of the State. Thi 
colony is on the hospital ground 
The Olive View tuberculosis sana 
torium is located twénty-five mile:

The farm worker is copying the cit, 
workers’ demands for more money and 
fewer hours of labor. 
draws men away from the farm. 
Zrowing scareer in the agricultural dis 
tricts. Learned economists tell the farmer 
that he must do all his own work, dispens- 
ing with hired help. This theory is unten- 
able. It is practically impossible for the 


farmer to work longer hours than he now | 


toils. His hours of labor are longer now 
than those of his city cousins. And to eay 
that he can produce normal results with- 
out adequate help is preposterous. 


It is indeed high time that light be shed 
on food production costs, what with all the 
reckless and unenlightened discussion that 
is going on in relation to this question. 
Everybody is making wise observations on 
the farmer's business these days and not 
one person in a hundred has any real in- 
formation on which to base his comments. 
The inquiry, when it is made (and if it ts 
made, should be thorough, and the find- 
ings should speak for themselves. The pub- 
lic wants no more of the kind of “investi- 
gations” that have been made into the 
costs of manufactured commodities. Too 
much of the so-called government “re- 
search” work looks like an effort to adver. 
tise the administration by a mere biuff. 
What people want is the facts, something 
definite and to the point, something on 
which to base an intelligent opinion.

Farm Adviser R. W. Hodgson of Los An- 
geles county in preparing figures for the 
State Board of Control has found that Jap- 
anese are raising truck and fruits on 35,000 


acres in the county. A map showing the 
districts occupied by Japanese is being 
made and will be forwarded to the board. 


GREAT VEGETABLE AREAS. 

Because of the great amount of asparagus 
raised for canning between Antioch and 
Stockton, that section is the largest vege- 
table area in California. Next comes Im- 
perial county, with more than 40,000 acres 
in cantaloupes, lettuce, peas, tomatoes and 
string beans. The district around Los An- 


geles is the third greatest vegetable pro- 
ducing section. 


INCOME FROM VEGETABLES. 

It is possible to realize a net income of 
from $1000 to $1500 a year from five acres 
in vegetables in a favorable locality, says 
Dean Thomas Forsyth Hunt of the Califor- 
nia College of Agriculture. If fruit trees are 
added, the vegetables being grown between 
the rows, the income from a five-acre farm 
can be almost doubled. 


RANGE OF AVOCADO CULTURE. 

Avocado growers generally report a short 
crop this year, due to failure to set fruit, 
but the prices brought have proved satis- 
factory. Next year a bumper crop is ex- 
pected, as the buds are setting well. The 
avocado does well in almost any kind of 
soll, providing the drainage is good. Mert 
can avocados will do well wherever the or- 
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in operation throughout the year on or- 
anges alone, while lemons are picked and 
packed every month in the year. Just now 
the navel season is in full swing, the pack- 
ing of the fruit giving employment to thous- 
ands. 

Oranges are picked with a great deal of 
care for the reason that carelessness will re- 
sult in bruises and abrasions of the skin, 
which admit the germs of decay. An. or- 
ange with a perfectly sound skin, experts 
assert, is proof against decay and will nor- 
mally live and respire (breathe) for several 
months, gradually losing water and carbon 
dioxide until it finally dries up, turns brown, 
and becomes as hard as a wooden ball. Or- 
anges will not rot, they say, unless they be- 
come infected with microscopic plants which 
grow in the tissue, softening and breaking it 
down. All such premature decays (and 
there are many kinds) are preventable. 


Germs or spores of decay, say the pack- 
ing-house men, are almost sure to get in 
an abraded fruit skin, as the air is full of 
them, and many ordinary objects, such as 
gloves, bags, boxes, and the like, are al- 
ways coated with them. One has only 80 
blow his breath across a moldy orange or 
lemon and observe the billions of minute 
“seeds” or spores floating in a cloud, to 
realize the enormous number produced. If 
some of this “mold dust” be examined un- 
der a microscope, each particle will be 
found to be a well-developed spore capable 
of reproducing the same decay whenever it 
may fall in a suitable place to grow. 
PICKING PRECAUTIONS. 


When the fruit is hanging on the tree 
the rind is filled with water and the surf*ce 
cells are turgid. They are very eas'ly 
broken when in this condition, while after 
the fruit has been stored in the packing- 
house a few days and the rind has dried 
out somewhat the fruit will endüre a great 
deal more in the way of rough handling. 
This is the reason why it is considered 
wise to let the fruit cure on the packing- 
house floor for a few days before running 
it through the various machines. 

An old-time orange grower cites the ways 
in 1 — are caused, as follows: 
Careless pickers often allow the points «f 
the clip to extend beyond the stem and 
cut tinto or prick the skin. Stems which 
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used are a great improvement over the old 
styles, having rounded points, and in cer 
tain types, cup-shaped blades. Most fruit 
is double clipped, that is, the fruit is sepa- 
rated from the branch with one motion, 
and then held in a more convenient posi- 
tion while the stem is carefully cut off, 
short and smooth. The green calyx or 
“button” should always be left on the 
fruit, for if it isl pulled off, an opening is 
made for the entrance of decay germs. 
Only cloth picking bags are used, af 
which there are five or more types. They 
are carried by a broad strap which passes 
over the shoulder, and the most approved 
types are adjustable in capacity and open 
at the bottom. allowing the fruit to be 
emptied into the picking boxes gently ande 
without bruising. | 
The fruit after being picked is trans- 
ferred to the lug boxes, which are newer 
filled quite full. These lug boxes are then 
stacked one on top of the other on the 
shady side of the trees to await the spring 
wagon which conveys them to the packing- 


LOWER FRUIT PICKED FIRST. 
It is often customary to pick the freit 
from the lower branches first, leaving the 
high fruit till later in the season. There 


are two reasons for this. One is that frost 
is often more severe near the ground, and 
low-hanging fruit picked early is out of the 
way of frosts. Secondly, the brown rot 
fungus grows in the soil, and during wet 
spells comes to the surface and fruits. The 
spores are splashed by the rains up on the 
low-hanging fruit, causing decay. This 
fungus is different in its action from most 
other fungi in that it does not necd an 
abrasion for entrance into a sound fruit. 
The spores are motile, and when there is a 
film of rainwater on the surface of the 
fruit are capable of swimming into the 
stomates or natural breathing pores and 
causing decay. This fungus causes most 
trouble near the coast, and low-hanging 
fruit need not be picked early in the in- 
terior valleys on this account. 

iy oranges are picked accord 
ing to size on orders from the packing- 
house which desires a preponderance of 
large or small sizes, as the case may be, to 
meet the requirements of some certain 
market. Sometimes, also, in the case of a 
very heavy crop, it ig advisable to thin the 
fruit on the trees rather than to pick it 
clean the first time. This is done to ease 
the strain on the branches and permit the 
props to be removed. | 

. AS TO COLORING. 

The process known as “sweating” by 
which the color ot oranges is changed from 
green to yellow, is illegitimate when om- 
ployed for the purpose of deceiving the con- 
sumer as to the quality of the orange. im 
mature fruit may not be colored in the 
sveatroom and sold before it is fit to eat 
There are cases, however, in which 
ing is perfectly legitimate. 
cla orantes often develop a green color 
during their second summer en the trees. 
and a light sweating to restore the former 
yellow color deceives no one, and is com- 
monly practiced. In some locations 
the fruit becomes sweet before it is fully 
yellow. The coloring of such fruit may be 
finished in the sweatroom, providing always 
that such treatment is restricted to fruit 
which is otherwise mature and in good con- 
dition to eat.

PRUNING DEMONSTRATED. 
CHATSWORTH.—A citrus pruning dem- 
onstration was recently conducted by As- 
sistant Farm Adviser Blanchard under the 
auspices of the Owensmouth-Chatsworth- 
Zelzah-Marion Farm Bureau center. It was 
held in the Chatsworth section, which is 
rapidly coming to the front with its citrus 
plantings. Mr. Blanchard emphasized the 
importance of getting the trees started 
right while they are young, explaining the 
fact that a citrus tree has the characteristic 
of producing different kinds of wood and 
that the undesirable types should be elimi- 
nated. If the sucker types are eliminated 
while the tree is young, he said, there will 
be much less pruning to do as the tree 
grows older. He further explained that cit- 
rus is sensitive to light and tries to protect 
itself by increasing the density of the foll- 
age, which results in keeping the light from 
the inside of the tree. Leaves must have 
light in order to function and will die if 
they do not receive it. It is necessary, 
therefore, to open up the tree slightly to al- 
low the light to penetrate. More inside 
fruit will be obtained if that is practiced. 
However, the tree should not be cut 
heavily, for that will throw it out of balance. 
Mr. Blanchard also discussed the control of 
scalybark and gummosis diseases.

A shortage of rainfall and irrigation wa- 
ter will render orchard trees, vines and 
field crops less able to withstand severe 
grasshopper injury.

This pest can be controlled where com- 
munities become properly organied and 
diligently practice the most modern metb- 
ods of fighting grosshopper outbreaks, says 
Director Hecke of the State Department of 
Agricutture.

NOW TO GET IN THE GARDEN SEED. 


BY ARTHUR K. HENDERLEY. 


AlNs throughout California and Ari- 

zona have placed the soil in ideal 

growing condition. The garden plot 
has been plowed, harrowed or raked, and 
leveled. .What green or barnyard fertilizer 
was procurable has been spaded under. 
Now for the most important operation of 
all, the planting of the seed and the setting 
out of the plants grown in the hotbed or 
cold frame. 

In laying. out the garden for planting, 
keep in mind these points: Long rows are 
more economical of space and time than 
short rows, and running water in furrows 
is much better than sprinkling. Therefore, 
the ground should gently slope away from 
the water source. Those who have recent- 
ly come from sections which have a greater 
rainfall than this, need hardly to be re-

Wrap 
the eges in a thin layer of paper and wich 
enough excelsior to make a ball of about 
three inches diameter. Pack these balls 
tightly in the basket, put on a cover of ex- 
ce'sior, and over all sew-a piece of strong 
tom cloth or push the cloth up under he 
outside rim of the basket with a case knife. 
The latter method of fastening the cloth is 
much quicker than the former and just as 
effective.

PARCEL POST NOT FOR 
SOME FARM PRODUCTS. 


While it may be attractive to a city dwe 
er to believe that he can have a vegetable 
garden grown for him 100 miles or 150 
miles away, place his orders for the cost of 
„ stamp, and have the produce delivered at 
his door, it should be remembered that not 
all farm products lend themselves to direct 
marketing by parcel post. Usually it is im- 
practicable to market sueh heavy products 
as potatoes by parcel post, whereas eggs, 
butter, sausage, poultry, many vegetables 
and nut meats may frequently be shipped 


With profit and at a saving to the pur- 


chaser. In general, the greater the value 
per pound, the more favorable is the chance 
for direct marketing. 


WEATHER INFLUENCES

tions, and the two sets of markets do not 


always move in agreement. The weather 
sometimes stimulates the demand for cer- 
tain products and sometimes 8 
conditions by interfering with delivery or 
by injuring the quality of much of the 
stock. 

In the producing sections, rainy weather 
or extreme heat may interfere with gather-

MUST 
HAVE BEST OF CARE. 


Because of the decrease in the number 
and size of turkey flocks in the United 
States and the consequent higher price of 
turkeys, there is greater interest, recently, 
in raising the birds in the Southwest, where 
the conditions for rearing poults are much 
better than elsewhere because of the ab- 
sence of rain and dampness at the time the 
poults are being reared. Many flocks are 
to be started in Southern California this 
spring. One Hemet farmer proposes to

Turkeys, where there is plenty of range, 
are a profitable side line upon the general 
farm, for the cost of raising them is small 
and the profits large. The number raised 
in the United States is gradually decréas- 
ing, due to a number of causes, a serious 
one being the high mortal‘:y among ihe 
young poults. Careful management will 
greatly reduce this loss, acco.ding to spe- 
otalists of the U. S. Department of Agricul-

By moving 
the coop every day the ground will be kept 
clean and opportunity will be given the 
mother hen and poults to pick up fresh, 
green feed inside the coop. 

Plenty of exercise is essential if the 
poults are to thrive. At all times, when 
rain or dampness does not prevent, the 
poults should be allowed to run in and out 
of the coop at will. Too much stress can-

Success in turkey raising depends upon the 
care given the youngsters during the first 
month. Place the mother in a coop and 
move her about the farm. 


and the only way to provide for this is to 
allow the poults at every possible oppor- 
tunity to range for feed outside the coop. 
During a long-continued rainy season it is 
better to allow them to run out of the coop 
when it is not actually raining, even though 
the grass is somewhat damp. By confining 
the mother hen to the coop, she will always 
be ready to cover the poults whenever they 
run to her, which they will do if they be- 
come chilled. The greatest care’ should be 
taken to keep the interior of tne coop dry, 
and for this reason it is advisable to choose 
a sandy slope where the water runs off 
quickly and where there is also protection 
from heavy rains. 
FEEDING THE POULTS. 


Improper feeding, combined with close 
confinement, has been the cause of many 
failures in turkey raising. If the range jis 
plentifully supplied with green feed, grass- 
hoppers and other insects, and if the 
weather is favorable, then the best plan is 
to allow the poults to feed themselves. 

When, on account of rainy weather or vn- 
favorable range conditions, it is advisable 
to raise the poults by the coop method, 
more care must be given to their feeding.

be supplemented with grain and tankare. 
if alfalfa ig available, however, little high 
protein feeds should be used. Ground ber- 
ley, milo maize or shorts should be fed. 
soaked. The amount of skim milk fed will 
vary with the price of grain. Tankage is 


so high in protein that one pound of it to 


from eight to twelve pounds of grain is suffi- 
cient. A good bulky feed should be fed 
mature sows in addition. Provide an 
abundance of exercise for the sows soon to 
farrow. 

Individual pens should be provided the 
soWs,and two or three days before they are 
due to farrow they should be removed to 
these pens, which should be light, well 

ventilated and clean. The bedding should 


be light, and a guard-rail placed six inches 
from the wall and eight inches high should 
be provided so that the sow cannot crowd 
her pigs against the wall. 

Some difficulty is experienced by over-fat 
or thin sows in farrowing, and these should 
be given some attention. There are good 
instruments to aid farrowing on the mar 
ket, and the breeder should provide himself 


with one of these, but should not use it] 


until absolutely necessary. 

During the twenty-four hours preceding 
farrowing the feed should be extremely 
light. After farrowing give the sow nothing 
but an occasional drink of water. It is the 
custom of some breeders to give the sow 
a large feed during the first day in the belief 
that she will not be so restless as she would 
ve if she had eaten nothing, but it has been 
found that the health of the sow is con- 
served if she receives no food other than 
water during this period. , 

A light grain ration should be given the 
sow after twenty-four hours. Breeders 
should increase this ration gradually until 
the sow is on full feed in two weeks. The 
object of the ration is to produce a good 
flow of milk. Dried beet pulp has been 
found to increase the milk flow. Overfeed- 
ing often causes an inflamed condition of 
the sow’s udder, the pigs not being able to 
assimilate the milk. This also causes 


 gceouring in the pigs. 


As soon as the pigs are born they should 
de wiped off with a rag soaked in warm 
water and placed for a few hours in a box 
and covered with a cloth. The mouths of 
the newly-born pigs should be examined, 
and if any long, back teeth are found pro- 
jecting into the upper lip, they should be 
clipped off with a pair of nippers. : 

If the sow has not been fed sufficient 
protein for the month preceding farrowing, 
she may eat her pigs. In order to prevent 
this a considerable amount of tankage 
should be fed and give large amounts of 
chopped alfalfa. 

If two.sows farrowing on the same day 
have litters of very uneven numbers it is 
often a good plan to transfer some of the 
pigs from the large litter to that of the 
other sow. 

Occasionally a pig will be so large at birth 
that farrowing is difficult. Then help should 
be given the sow. The average weight of a 
Duroc at birth is 2.65 pounds. But some 
pigs have reached 4% pounds at farrowing 
time. So long as farrowing trouble is not 
experienced the larger the pigs are, the 
better. 

When the pigs are from three to four 
weeks old they will begin to eat something 
besides their mother’s milk. They should

In the Sacramento Valley where the bulk 
2 of the white. pink and blackeye beans are 
raised, the . deficit of moisture is even 
greater than in Southern California, and few 
beans will be raised there. Bean farmers 
of Southern California usually seed their 
tracts in April and rains falling after that 
month will come too late to be of much 
benefit to the crop.

“Many farmers who ordinarily plant lima 
beans win put in sugar beets this year,’ 
said R. I. Churchill, president of the Lima 
Growers’ Association of California. 
“The rains have penetrated to a depth of 
but eighteen inches on the average in the 
lima bean districts of Ventura and Santa 
Barbara counties and we need a penetration 
of at least three feet, On the hillsides there 
will be few beans planted unless moisture 
conditions improve. The forecast is for 
the smallest acreage of beans in many years 


ing March.” 

Out of the California production of beans 
in 1918, four Southern California counties 
raised more than half. The production for 
the State was 8.594.710 bushels for the four 
count 5,099,200 bushels, divided as fol- 
lows: Ventura county, 91,000 acres, 2,238,- 
000 bushels: Santa Barbara county, 83,000 
acres, 1,261,600 bushels: Los Angeles 
county, 64,500 acres, 903.000 bushels: Orange 
county, 58,000 acres, 696,000 bushels. The 
lima bean acreage in 1918 was 185,352; in 
1919, it was 124,500. The yield per acre 
last year was but 10.6 bushels; the average 
yleld is 14.5 bushels per acre. 

“BABY LIMA” PROSPECTS. 
Reports from the San Fernando Valley, 
where most of the Henderson bush beans 
are raised, are to the effect that last year’s 
acreage of beans will be slightly increased. 
Conditions are “right” for the “baby lima” 
in this district and water is assured for any 
emergency. It is probable that with the de- 
creased acreage and crop this year the 
prices of beans will be higher and the grow- 
ers of the Henderson bush variety will be 
adequately rewarded for their toil. 

In the Santa Maria district of Santa Bar- 
bara county there were 55,000 acres of 
small white and pink beans grown last year 
with a small percentage of Lady Washing- 
tons. The rainfall was below normal! and 
ihe yield per acre dropped accordingly. 
Word comes from this district that not 
more than 20,000 acres of beans will be 
raised this year, most of the farmers having 
put in a crop of barley hay because of con- 


In the Sacramento Valley last year 123,000 
acres of Bayo, Garbanzo, red kidney, pink 
and Lady Washington beans were seeded. 
The crop Was a fair one, for the rainfall 
total was nearly normal. Two years of sub- 
normal rainfall, ending with an actual 
drought such as now afflicts the growers of 
the delta region have discouraged bean 
growers, who are thinking of planting other 
crops. Bean planting in the Sacramento 
Valley is usually deferred until May or early 
June. If copious rain falls during Ma. ch. 
April and May the acreage may approxi- 
mate that of last year, but the yield is al- 
most certain to be lower. 

The bean growers of the State, in expec- 
tations of fair prices this year, have plowed 
and harrowed their lands since the first 
rains, but unless more than the usual 
amount of rain falls during the next two 
months, they will plant other crops. Some 
of those who have water available will plant 
beets: those who have no trrigation plants 
will plant a barley hay crop and be satis- 
fied with a small return rather than pocket 
a loss. 

Agriculturists are urging farmers who 
have irrigation systems to_plant beans, stat- 
ing that every irrigated section has its par- 
ticular variety which does well. In the 
Chino district, farmers who scorn sugar 
beets are taiking of raising the Henderson 
bush lima, and in the Imperial Valley many 
ranchers will try pinks this year. At any 
rate, present indications are that farmers 
having irrigated lands will be rewarded with 
good prices and will have fair prospects for 
a good bean crop, which will probably be 
an unusually short one in eer dis- 
tricts this year.

Sometimes a great 
many experiments have to be, tried before 
one is made that produces the desired re- 
sults. The farmer cannot afford the nu- 
merous experiments that may not get satis- 


factory results for the sake of the one that i! 


Here is an illustration of the kind of ex- 
_ periment that, from the standpoint of the 
length of time it takes, no farmer could un- 
dertake for himself as a business propos 
tion. The United States Department of 
Agriculture wanted to know whether the 
milking tendency in beef cattle is transmit- 
ted mainly by the dams through the male 
line of descent, and to what extent the milk- 
giving function of the dam influences the 
beef character of the progeny. An expert- 
ment to determine those facts was begun in 
1915. It will not be completed tiptil 1935. 
But at the end of that twenry-year period 
the Department of Agriculture will know 
these facts and every farmer in the United 
States may know them just as thoroughly 
as if he had devoted twenty years of his 
own life to working them out. 
Experiments prove theories or disprove 
them and one may be just as significant as 
the other. There has long been a theory 
tnat a cow would give more milk if milked 
at regular times every day than if milked 
irregularly. The rtment of Agriculture 
tried it out on a Beale Bufficiently large to 
make certain of the facts and found that, so 
far as production is concerned, there is no 
noteworthy difference between regular and 
irregular milking, although regularity is 
usually desiraole for other reasons. In the 
experiment the feeding hours were regular 
throughout. 
found if both feeding and milking were er- 
regular, as is the case on many farms. It 
has always been the common opinion, also, 
that a cow would give more milk if she had 
water constantly before her than if she were 
watered once or twice a day. .The depart- 
ment is experimenting on that and has 
reached the tentative conclusion that the 
advantage of water continuously lies mainly 
in the saving of labor rather than in a 
greater production of milk. 


There was another common theory on 
which people were divided. Some men said 
that a hog would do better if he had water 
to wallow in. Other men of equal expe- 
rience said there was nothing to it; that a 
wallow had nothing to do with the pros- 
_perity of a hog. The department made some 
experiments and found that a hog does 
gatn weight more rapidly if he has access 
to a wallow than if he has not. 

There are other animal experiments in 
progress fhat will require longer periods 
than the twenty-year experiment with cattle. 
So,ne inbreeding experiments are in pro- 
gress that have already reacned thé twen- 
tiech generation of inbred animals. One 
series of experiments has resulted in the 
re-creation of a breed of horses— the Mor- 
gan—that, when the experiments began, was 
thought to be lost to the world. Otner ex- 
periments are in progress with the obfect 
of creating a breed of American general- 
purpose horses, and still others for the evo- 
lution of the ideal cavalry horse. 

EXperiments are in progress to determine 
the best method of developing better milk 
and butter producing cows in larger num- 
bers. Lins breeding, inbreeding, and cross- 
breeding are being tried through a number 
of generations. 

These lines of experimentation are mere- 
ly indicative of scores of lines along which 
work is now in progress and of hundreds 
that have already been completed. When- 
ever any experiment is completed and the 
fects are determined, the information fs 


incorporated in bulletins and other publica- 
tions. — Practically all of them that have 
heen completed are availiable in one form 
or another. Where full information is not 
to be had in printed form, officials of the 
department or of the State experiment sta- 
tion or the county agent can furnish it 


UNFENCED PASTURES 
RAIDED BY CATTLE. 


Alfalfa growers and fruit raisers of Ante- 
lope Valley are up in arms against the 
range cattle and sheep which, they say, 
damage their crops at night. The 
of feed on the ranges of the valley has 
driven the cattle to seek the irrigated 
ranches, and the general lack of fences 
around pastures and orchards makes it 
easy for the animals and hard for the 
ranchers. Consequently, they have ap- 
pealed to the Los Angeles County Board of 
Supervisors to take measures to restrain 
the cattle from committing depredations. 
The feeling has run high between cattle- 
men and sheep owners on the one side and 
the fruit and alfalfa growers on the other, 
and there has even been talk by ranchmen 
of “taking the law into their own hands,“ 
thus creating a situation which was com- 
mon in the early days. However, deputy 
sheriffs are on the lookout for trouble, and 
the matter will probably be amicablv ad- 
justed. Recent rains have started the feed 
on the ranges, and the cattle are being 
turned toward the hills again, while a

DRINKING CUPS FOR | 
COWS HELP FLOW. 


Cows appreciate individual drinking cups, 
and the greater consumption of pure water 
by the animals increases the flow of milk, 
according to one dairyman who has in- 


stalled the cups in his dairy. He is R. G. 
Kinsley, whose herd scored highest in milk 
production in Iowa. 

Mr. Kinsley installed the cups a year 
ago, and has noticed a direct relation be- 
tween the provision for clean water in in- 
dividual cups and increased milk prodne- 
tion. He uses one cup for every two cows, 
having attached the cups to the stanchions 
between the cows. A large tank attached 
to the roof is fed with clean water. The 
water flows from the cup automatically 
when the cow presses its lips against the 
plate in the cup. The animals learn to use 
it very soon, Mr. Kinsley says. With the 
cups constantly at hand, the cows consume 


more water, and the labor of watering the 


animals is saved. 
HARD LUCK WITH LETTUCE. 
PHOENIX. Ariz—The lettuce industry 
of the Salt River Valley has had a curious 
season. About 1100 acres were planted to 
the salad. Only about 400 acres went 
through to picking. A fourth of the crop 
went to the cotton worm, some of the crop 
was ruined by flooding too deeply and many 
acres failed to secure even the sprouting 
of the seed. Some of the latter acres were 
replanted. The net results include about 
125 carloads from the Glendale seCtion and 
seventy-five carloads from Mesa, with a 
smaller gross shipment from Phoenix. 
Some of the growers have made large prof- 
its, averaging over $500 an acre. In the 
Santa Cruz Valley, near Toltec, fifty miles 
west of Tucson. lettuce this year has been 
raised with a large degree of success upon 
100 acres of land heretofore desert.

They shovid be packed 
so that the air cannot circulate around the 
roots, They should be kept moist and 
packed until they are to be removed for 
planting. It is especially desirable to plant 
bare root trees only wher the soil is warm.

It 
seems to be generally thought that the more 
trees per acre the greater the production 
will be. That might be true for lemons, 
when the trees are kept open by pruning. 
and wher they are planted on light soil. 
But orange trees require considerable sun- 
light, and ia order to grow to a size that 
will enable the tree to produce profitable 
crops, it must have plenty of room. Im fact, 
orange trees planted 24 by 24 feet apart wil 
produce greater crops than those planted 
22 by 22 feet after the trees get large. For 
lemons, 22 by 20 feet is a good distance, 
making ninety-nine trees per acre. A dis- 
| tance of 24 by 24 feet gives 76 trees per 


acre. 


There are several ways of laying out a 
field for planting. A quick way is to meas 
vre off all sides of the field, putting a stake 
for each row. Then sight through both ways 
to find the tree locations. Another method 
is that of marking off with a wire that has 
the desired distances marked off on it. Se- 
lect one side of the field as a base of the 
square. Place a stake at right angles to the 
base line. Measure off sixty feet on the 
base line and eighty feet on a line as near 
a right angle as can be judged with the eye, 
and place stakes at the two joints. If the 
diagonal distance is one hundred feet it is 
a right angle. The measuring line will de- 
termine the location accurately if the slope 
is even. After a stake is driven for each 
tree, place a board marker with a “V” in 
the center so that the “V” fits against the 
stake and lies in the direction that the land 
is irrigated. Drive stakes at each end to 
mark the location. 

The place for the hole is located by hav- 
ing its center at the V“ in the marker. It 
should be large enough so that there will be 
no crowding of roots. If there has been no 
preplanting fertilization done, the holes 
should be at least two feet wide, so that a 
large amount of surface soil can be used 
around the roots. 

Manure should not be placed in the hole 
with the roots, for burning will result. If 
the hole is deep enough, there will be no 
burning, providing that a layer of soil sep- 
arates the manure from the roots. It is, 
however, better to put the manure into the 
surface soil after planting, where it will 
rot and be carried in the moisture to the 
roots. 

When ready to plant, the marker is placed 
against the two stakes. A tree is taken 
from the pack and quickly placed in the 
hole with the trunk in the w“ of the 
marker. The trunk is inclined slightly to- 


wards the direction of the prevailing winds. 


It is very important to see that the trees 
are not planted too deep. Deep planting 


is usually followed with gum disease in- 


fection in the bud union, for the bud union 
is the most susceptible portion of the tree. 
and infection soon begins when the damp 
soll comes in contact with it. In order to 
prevent deep planting, the bud union 
should be at least two inches above where 
it was in the nursery. This is to allow for 
settling of the loose soil. The soil should 
not be tamped to pack around the roots. 
IRRIGATION. 


A basin for irrigation should be made as 

soon as the tree is planted. Pull the soil. 
up from the outside toward the tree to make 
the basin. Water should be turned into 
the basins immediately after the bare root 
tree is planted. That prevents drying out, 
and packs the soil firmly abovt the roots. 
Since the soil of a balled root tree is usual- 
ly damp, it is not necessary to irrigate im- 
mediately, but care ghould be taken not to 
wait too long before irrigating. A great 
deal of water should be given so that the 
soil will be thoroughly saturated. This 
basin method irrigation should be prac- 
ticed at least for the first year, so that 
the roots can get all the water that they 
need. Tney should never be allowed to suf- 
fer for water. One drying out will some 
times stunt a tree to the extent that it 
will take a long time to get back to normal. 
The secret of success in growing a profit- 
able orchard is to give it a good beginning 
by starting the orchard right.

In order to “subdue” the desert area of 
more than 800 acres, Broedner Brothers 
have purchased three tractors of different 
makes and have also enlisted in the work 
of reclaiming the desert huge land levelers, 
tractor plows and discs. The slow-going 
mule has been replaced as motive power 
for placing land under cultivation almost 
everywhere in the Palo Verde Valley by the 
tractor. The scarcity of mule “skinners” 
or drivers is, in fact, one of the causes for 


the employment of tractors for this work. 
IR. 


G. Broedner stated to me. recently that 
there would be no hope of getting tne 2000 
acre tract into cotton this year if he had to 
depend on the old, slow-going method of 
leveling by four ‘mule. teams attached to 
Fresno scrapers. He states that the tractors 
he bought are doing far better than he ex- 
pected and that the work of leveling the 
sand dunes and brush stretches is proceed 
ing in such a way that he will be able to 
commence seeding by March 20. 

Abaut 400 acres of the tract being pre- 
pared Tor Durango cotton was in improved 
Durango last year and this tract is being 
treated by modern farm power methods. A 
hay cutter behind a tractor cuts down the 
stalks and another tractor pulling four 12- 
inch plows, turns the cotton stalks under. 


Then the field is gone over with double 


discs both ways before the final furrows are 
plowed out with a lister. 


LEVELING IS DIFFICULT.

The air-cleaning devices on 
these tractors have been of great value, for 
the fine sand filling the air when the virgin 
soi] is disturbed would play havoc with the 
internal working parts of the tractor if 
there was not a water strainer for the car- 
buretor intake. : 

On this great cotton ranch, far from the 
dealer’s store and the machine shop, the 
men in charge of the tractors are forced to 
do their own “trouble shooting,” because of 
the neces ity for making every day count 
before seceding time. The operators have a 
fair knowledge of mechanics and one of 
their number is a graduate from one of the 
tractor schools of Los Angeles and has gen- 
eral charge of the repair of tractors and 
Implements for the ranch. The instruction 
books which the dealer placed in the hands 
of each of the operators has been a great 
help towards keeping the tractors working 
ten to twelve hours per day. The machines 
have been working for over a month and 
not one tractor has been laid up for more 
than a few hours at a time. 

When the tractors refuse to start or do 
not work properly in the field the operators 
hunt the trouble systematically. They do 
not use the hit and miss sort of method in 
running down the cause of the trouble. They 
study the situation, test che ignition, car- 
buretion and other parts, one at a time. 
eliminating each in turn to find the 
“guilty” part.

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Herbert C. Hoover. 


F THERE are any members of the old Los 
Angeles Athletic Club football team of 
1893 still in town, probably few of them 
remember the unobtrusive boyish man- 
ag of the Stanford team which came south 
‘for a match game. Herbert Hoover wasn't 
a fellow who made a great personal impres- 
sion on first meeting. He doesn't now. You 
wouldn't notice him, particularly in a crowd. 
Yet there had been athletic managers at 
Stanford of greater front“ and greater per- 
sonal popularity. Yet Hoover was the first 
one, who when he took the team on a trip, 
came back with all bills paid and every item 
of athletic equipment accounted for. He 
was the first one to have a surplus of money 
and a supply of suits and sporting parapher- 
nalia ready to start the next season, when 


graduation closed his term of office. Hoover 


wrote the student body constitution under 
which athletics are managed to this day at 
Stanford and although serving without a 


salary himself, he provided that all suc- 


ceeding managers should receive a regular 
salary and be put under bond to handle 
their jobs efficiently. 

Probably there are now more members of 
the 1893 class of the Los Angeles State 
Normal School than of the 1893 L. A. A. C. 
football team, still in town. And likewise 
they probably have a more .vivid recollec- 
tion of one of their classmates, Miss Lou 
Henry, than the athletes do of Herbert 
Hoover. Lou Henry was charming, viva- 
cious and socially gracious, She was a good 
student, yet she didn't sacrifice the jays of 
student life on the altar of scholarly attain- 
ment. So today Mrs. Herbert Hoover really 
enjoys social pleasures, and while her noted 
husband may stand to one side and engage 
in conversation with one or two, Mrs. 
Hoover is always the center of an animated 
group. 

She likes “society,” and if 1921 finds her 
the “First Lady of the Land,” she will con- 
tinue to be the ideal life partner of a great 
public man who has little time or inclination 
for the social amenities. A president of that 
type is fortunate to have a wife who can 
take most of the social responsibilities off 
his shoulders and thoroughly enjoy doing it. 


Not Strong on Dancing, but Best

ERBDPRT HOOVER never learned to 

dance until his senior year at Stan- 
ford, and it was only because Lou Henry 
came there as a Freshman while he was a 
Senior, that he made the sacrifice of good, 
valuable time for such frivolity.

claims the honor of having taught “Bert” 
the terpsichorean art. “Rolly” says his 
noted classmate was an earnest student, 
once he made up his mind te learn, but 
nevertheless he has undertaken easier tasks 
than teach Herbert Clark Hoover how to 
waltz. It will never be known whose 
dress-suit Hoover borrowed for the ball, 
vuless Sherrill Osborne, son of Congress- 
man Osborne, tells.

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college and they were close friends. He 
found Bert“ waiting for him in his room 
when he entered it for the first time. He 
says “Bert” was the best laundry agent on 
the campus. 

Hoover and Miss Henry were together in 
college only one year. But it is a matter of 
record that Miss Henry changed her major 
study to geology the year after Hoover left. 
As the only girl who ever majored and 
graduated in geology at Stanford, she nat- 
urally was an object of interest. People 
should study 
along that line. They had their answer 
when Lou Henry became Mrs. Herbert C. 
Hoover. 

Hoover is the duthor of a standard text 
book on “The Principles of Mining,” and 
joint author of a work on “The Economics 
of Mining.” His greatest contribution to 
Was made in coopera- 
tion with Mrs. Hoover. In 1912 they trans- 
lated a medieval treatise on mining and 
metallurgy by Georgius Agricola— De Re 
Metallica.” This book contained all that. 
was known on mining and metallurgy up to 


the middle of the 16th century, that is, up 


to the beginning of modern science. The 
task of translating this book was one which 
had never before been successfully ac- 


complished, although it had been tried a 


number of times. The difficulty lay in the 
fact that it required not only a knowledge 
of Latin and of the broken<down medieval 
Latin bat of the technical side of mining 
and metallurgy as well. In addition, the 
voluminous foot notes which were added to 
the translation, in themselves, comprised 
practically a history of the science and 
practice of mining through Agricola’s time. 
For this work the Hoovers, in 1914, were 
awarded the annual gold medal of the Min- 
ing and Metallurgical Society of America, 
which was given “for conspicuous profes- 
sional public service for the advancement 
of the science.of mining and metallurgy, or 
of economic geology.” 


The Idea of Social Service has 
Ever Been Foremost in His Mind. 


HE writer first saw Herbert Hoover in 
1910. when as the highest paid mining 
engineer in the world, he paid a visit to his 
alma mater. He had come to repay some of 
the debt he felt he owed the university 


which had given him the technical training 


that made him a world success. With the 
idea of social service ever foremost in his 
mind, he wanted to reach the lives of the 
students of all succeeding generations at 
Stanford. So he started the movement to 
build the Stanford Union, the fine club- 
house now standing on the campus. where 
all elements of Stanford life, fraternity and 
non-fraternity, alumni and faculty meet on 
a common footing. Hoover gave $10,000 
to start the Union, and later Mrs. Hoover 
gave a substantial sum to build a similar 
club-house for the women students. These 
two clubs stand side by side and are the 
centers of all student life und activity. The 
css of 1911 dedicated its year book “The 
Quad,” to Herbert C. Hoover, “Father of 
the Stanford Union.” 

Naturally we students made a great deal 
over Hoover during his visit. He had been 
held up practically from the time of his 
graduation as a model and an ideal for all 
undergraduates to strive toward. One 
night at Encina Hall, where Hoover had 
lived in his student days (he was actually 
the first that had ever slept under its roof.) 
we roared a welcome when he strolled into 
the clubroom and would not be satisfied 
until we had him up on a table for a 
speech. Hoover is a proverbially poor 
speechmaker, as are most high-grade engi- 
neers, but it wasn’t stage fright that 
brought his talk to a rather early close that 
night. It was a throat choked with emotion 
and eyes wet with tears. Hoover was tell- 
ing us a little of old times when he thought 
of hie old Encjna roommate, who was killed 
in the Philippines in the Spanish-American 
War. He tried to tell us something of the 
heroic fellow, when he choked up and could 
proceed no further. We got a pre-glimpse 
that night in 1910 of a heart whose tender- 
ness and sympathy went out in practical 
succor in 1914 to a whole world in travail. 
Hoover, today, can hardly speak of Belgium 
without having the same difficulty to pro- 
ceed that he had that night upon the table 
in Encina clubroom. 

When Hoover was making $100,000 a vear 


engineering iu the Australian mines, he told 
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David Starr Jordan, who visited 
that he wasn't satisfied with himself and 
was thinking seriously of returning to the 
United States and engaging in the public 
service. He showed from the first an over 
whelming desire to be of service to bis fel- 
lows. His first thought has always been 
of his helpers. Technical problems and the 
dividends his companies might pay have 
not been foremost considerations. 

For instance, at Kyshtim, Russia, he had 
to change over an ancient and obsolete 
plant and equipment which had existed for 
a century and a half, into a modern works 
that could compete with the rest of the 
world. At the same time he strove to pre- 
serve the economic and social conditions 
of the 70,000 working people on the estate, 
as big as Belgium, which was excellently 
adapted to their needs, and to prevent their 
fine sociological system from breaking up 
and the people being scattered over less 
advanced sections of Russia, and the first 
big problem that he faced at the outbreak 
of the European War was to obtain the 
money necessary to keep this immense- es- 
tate running and its inhabitants fed and 
clothed. To do this he had to borrow im- 
mense sums to meet monthly payrolls. 
Hoover was on the point of leaving for 
America when the outbreak of the war and 
the problems it presented in keeping in- 
dustries, not only in Russia, but in Australia, 
India, Central and South America and other 
places going, forced him to remain in 
London, 


This same attitude was shown by Hoover 
at the time of the Boxer rebellion. The 
chief thing that kept him in Tientsin at 
that time was the fact that about 300 mem- 
bers of his Chinese staff had chosen to stay 
in the foreign settlement under his pro- 
tection, thinking that they were safer there 
in the end than outside with Chinese forces. 
The protection of these men from ignorant 
and angry soldiers who knew no difference 
between the Chinese on the foreigners’ side 
and on the Chinese side and wanted to kill 
them all, was his most difficult task during 
the Boxer troubles. And he staid on in 
Tientsin after the lines were opened for 
three or four weeks longer than was nec- 
essary, in order to stand by these people, as 
their lives would have been worth very lit- 
tle if he had left them there at that time. 


Rendered Crent Service to Thousands 
of Americans in Europe. - 


FrTER the European 
while he was exerting his efforts on 
behalf of the employees of the companies 
in which he was interested, hundreds of 
Americans began pouring into London from 
all over Burope, most of them absolutely 
without money, even though they had per- 
fectly good letters of credit in their pockets. 
Many of these Americans applied to him 
personally and he assisted them personally. 
Meanwhile the American Consul General 
telephoned to ask his advice as to what to 
do with the 2000 Americans then standing 
in front of his consulate, who were also in 
need of money, while the government had 
no means of providing it. The result was 
the immediate organization of the London- 
American Relief Committee with the Hon- 
erable Walter Hines Page, the American 
Ambassador as honorary chairman, and 
Hoover as chairman. It worked for nine 
weeks, with thirty or forty men working all 
dey every day: 40,000 Americans applied 
for information or assistance. Over $400,- 
000 was obtained for them in some form. 
More than $150,000 of it was made in abso- 
lute loans, the remainde 3 obtained 
from special banking and cabling facilities 
endorsed by the committee. At the end of 
nine weeks, Hoover, in typically character- 
istie fashion reorganized the temporary 
committee into a permanent one to look 
after the cases of needy Americans, who 
would be appearing in London from month 
to month for a long time.

War broke out, 
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lines. Complaints that certain apartment 
houses filled wich Hoover workers were 
poorly heated were answered by Hoover 
exercising war authority of some sort and 
taking charge of the buildings himself. Mrs. 
Hoover organized a fine helpful club for 
the Food Administration girls and person- 
aily visited all that were ill. During the 
influenza she carried a great burden of this 
sort. 

Hoover*worked from 8 until 7, on an aver 
age at kis desk, and so loyal were his force 
that no one, from intimate associates down 
to typewriters and letter openers, left for 
home until the chief, as they called him, 
closed his desk. 
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ERBERT HOOVER inspires confidence 

and absolute loyalty. His success as 
an organizer, and executive and adminis- 
trator, is due largely to the willingness of 
men and women to implicitly follow his 
leadership. His leadership ig not built, as 
are sO Many on personal magnetism, a dra- 
matic personality, oratorical gifts or lavish 
praise. His is a leadership built on respect. 
He is so outstanding there is no room for 
jealousy. It takes only a brief interview, 
one in fact, in which Hoover, as usual, does 
most of the listening, to convince the inter- 
viewer of Hoover's absolute sincerity and 
unselfishness and the wide scope of his 
ability. Without seeing him in action, nev- 
ertheless you feel instinctively that here is 
a man of tremendous power and purpose, 
sanely liberal in his thought, practical in 
his idealism. He convinces you of all this, 
and yet his is not a personality that makes 
him stand out in a crowd, that gives him a 
“front” or magnetically draws a group 
around him. -He is modest and reticent, 
even to the point of shyness. After speak- 
ing at a dinner he is embarrassed by the 
flood of congratulations and hand-shaking 
that always follow. He likes to have a rear 
stairway near the speaker’s table. 

And yet, despite the lack of those traits 
which usually spell leadership, Hoover al- 
ways “gets” those he meets and talks with. 
whether in his office or at the banquet ta- 
ble. He speaks well and in a refreshing, 
direct manner at a dinner where the diners 


may crowd their chairs close. He has no 


trouble in holding his hearers’ attention or 


‘arousing their enthusiasm. Get him in a 


large auditorium, however, and he feels as 
uncomfortable, restless and distressed as 
his audience usually does before he gets 
through. 


His Genius for Organization Made

Again, great freedom was taken with the 
text by early scribes, who copied and re- 
copied until some of the passages over 
which the theologians dispute bear little re- 
semblance to the original.

There ar® passages in the Bible that 
would bar it from the mails, if it were not 
esteemed as a sacred book, and should cer- 
tainly exclude it, as a whole, from the 
schools.

The same may be said of 
Shakespeare and of other good books.

Old Testament writers were not 
prudes. They often indulged in realistic 
language. The Song of Solomon, the much- 
married, is a senstious oriental love chant, 
although churchmen have endeavored to 
read into it a veiled religious meaning, mak- 
ing Solomon's mistress the “bride of the 
church.” On the other hand, Proverbs, 
written when Solomon had grown older and 
more sedate, contains excellent moral ad- 
vice, that may with advantage be read by 
children, as well as those of larger growth. 

Some of the characters of the Old Testa- 
ment, beloved of God, were such bad actors 
that they would have landed in jail nowa- 
days, and certainly would have been boy- 
cotted in a decent club. Among the laws 
and regulations given out by Moses, and 
ascribed by him to the Almighty, many are 
cruel and unjust. As, for instance, when 
Moses denounced the Israelites for having 
saved some of the prisoners taken in battle, 
whereas they had been commanded to slay 
all, including the old women and children, 
saving only the virgins. When Mexican 
bandits act thus, we consider their conduct 
reprehensible, and certainly unworthy of 
emulation by those who profess religion. 
Yaveh, or Jehoyah, the God of the Old 
Testament, as described by these ancient 
writers, was indeed, a jealous and cruel 
God, although David—or one of David’s con- 
temporaries—sang of him in softer strain. 
We are told that in the very beginning He 
preferred the smell of Abel's flesh foods to 
the fruits of the soll offered by Cain, and 
after that He demanded much shedding of 
blood and sacrificing of animals. He was 
the only one among the gods of antiquity 
who commanded the extermination of all 
who failed to worship Him. On the other 
hand, some of the hygienic laws of Moses 
are excellent, and undoubtedly have con- 
tributed largely to the wonderful virility of 
the Jewish race. As, for instance, the for- 
bidding of pork, and of the mixing of milk 
and meat at the same meal, and rules for 
personal cleanliness.

“Sunday-school teachers who are not 
scholars are not competent to interpret the 
Bible. The Bible is complex and diversified, 
and not to be understood literally. It is not 
arranged chronologically. Its interpretation 
requires thorough scholarship. It contains 
much that is immoral, understood by a ma- 
ture mind as natural to the times, but which 
would be misunderstood by the child.” 

He referred, of course, to the Old Testa- 
ment. Jews do not recognize the New Testa- 
ment. 


Six years ago a Woman's Federation of 
Missionary Workers, that proposed to mau- 
gurate a California campaign to establish a 
Bible course in the schools, met with a turn- 
down from the members of the Los Angeles 
Board of Education, who said that individ- 
ually they would oppose any attempt to es- 
tablish in the schools a course of Bible 
Treading, being unanimous in the opinion 
that such reading could not be confined to 
the study of literature. One of the members 
sald: 


“No person. read the Bible without in 
a degree giving a personal interpretation to 
it. It would be impossible to place a non- 
sectarian course of Bible reading in the 
schools and, therefore, I would oppose such 
a movement.” 


I do not agree with this opinion. Surely, 
it should be possible to select from the va- 
rious books of the Bible passages to which 
no rational or fair-minded man could object 
—although, alas, few sectarians are either 
rational or fair-minded, The Bible contains 
some of the most beautiful. narratives In the 
English language. For instance, the stories 
of Joseph and his brethren, of David and 


Absalom, and of Ruth. In the line of 
normal teaching, there is the Book of 
Proverbs, above referred to, 


you find anywhere a nobler or more 
condensed code of morals than the Sermon 
‘on the Mount, in the New Testament? If 
those rules were lived up to this would sure- 
ly be a much pleasanter world to live in. 

I know there are some so prejudiced and 
narrow as to object to the reading of any- 
thing from the Bible, merely because it is 
the Bible. They call themselves “freethink- 
ers,” but they are far from free. I have 
found as much narrowness and bigotry 
among atheists as among fanatical religion- 
ists. The man who declares absolutely that 
here is no hereafter is as bigoted as the 
priest who tells you all about it, and what 
you must do to get there. None of them 
knowing more than you and I on the sub- 
ject, they should be modest. . 

Children should not be debarred from an 
opportunity to obtain knowledge of the lit- 
erature of the Bible. No man can claim full 
acquaintance with the English language who 
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King James's version is a model of pure 
Bngtish, undefiled. Our greatest orators 
have drawn inspiration from it. It is true 
that the Bible may be found in many house- 
holds, but in many others it is absent, and 
éven where found, it is likely to be kept 
merely as an ornament for the parlor table, 
like the family album. 

Whatever you may think in regard to its 
inspiration, you must admit that the Bible 
is a wonderful book. Those who decry or 
attack it are usually those who know it least. 
All these years it is still the world’s “best 
seller” and it will remain so after most of 
the products of our modern printing presses 
are forgotten. The Bible has often changed 
the history of the world. Disputes over 
the interpretation of Bible passages have 
parted husband from wife, father from chil- 
dren; have caused men and women to be 
buried alive, and put to the most horribly 
excruciating tortures that religious fanata- | 
cism could devise, while others have been 
left to rot for half a lifetime in damp under.

OOVER tells a good story, at his own 

expense, which while humorous, also 
is a good index of the Hoover character. 
He drives his own car and one night in 
Washington he had to stop on account of 
some engine trouble. While working away 
suddenly the engine caught afire and before 
he had it out a big crowd congregated and 
either helped him smother the flames or 
watched the proceedings. Fearing recogni- 
tion and attendant notoriety, Hoover, when 
he saw the fire almost out, slipped from 
the crowd, retreated to a neighboring lawn, 
and from there watched the crowd finish 
the job of extinguishing the last gasping 
flame. He waited quietly in the dark until 
he thought most of the crowd had disap- 
peared. Then, going to reclaim his car, he 
was stopped by a burly policeman who de- 
manded his name before allowing him to 
drive away. The cop, repeating his name 
im exclamatory tones, attracted quite as 
large an audience to give Mr. Hoover a 
farewell haw, haw, as the flames had at- 
tracted in the first place. 


Herbert Hoover was born and raised in 
the Friends church, but being left an or- 
phan at an early age and being raised by 
various Quaker uncles and aunts, some of 
whom, to quote Prof. Vernon Kellogg, were 
“very, oh, very religious—who believed in 
the longest possible church service and the 
most frequent and dullest possible family 
prayers and ceremonies, and in keeping the 
children awake in church, even H you had 
to prick them with pins to do it,” he ac- 
quired a strong dislike for religious forms— 
which remains to this day.

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HEN the United States came into 
possession of the Danish West 
Indies, comprising the larger por- 
tion of the Virgin Islands, on 


January 17, 1917, a question which had 


been agitated for many years was sett 

During the period of the Civil war in the 
United States the need of a naval station 
in the West Indies became most apparent 


and at the conclusion of the war our diplo- 


mats sought a stronghold in the Caribbean. 
A treaty was prepared, but though it was 
accepted by the Danish government it was 
pigeon-holed in the Senate and the matter 
was dropped. Not until two years azo was 
our title to the three islands, St. Thomas. 
St. John and Santa Cruz, definitely estab- 
lished. 

The elimination of the Danish nation in 
the Antilles left ohly three European flags 
in the West Indies, those of Great Britain, 
France and The Netherlands, And now it is 
proposed that the Union Jack shall be 
superseded by the Stars and Stripes in all 
those islands which have been British col- 
onies so many years. 


Jamaica, the largest and most important 
of the islands which may become posses. 
sions of the United States, is one of the 
four tslands which are called the Greater 


Antilles, the other three of the group being 


Cuba, Hayti and Porto Rico. The balance 
of the British possessions are comprised in 
the islands called the Lesser Antilles, which 
are in turn divided into two groups; the 
Leeward and the Windward Islands. Ja- 
maica has an area of 6400 square miles and 
the Leeward Islands altogether comprise 
5000, while the Windward Islands add 1500 
more, making altogether 12,900 square 
miles of rich soil, a great portion of which 
could be cultivated, and which only needs 
capital properly administered to yield splen- 
did results. Nature was lavish in her gifts 
to these exquisite, evergreen islands, but 
her abundance has caused the inhabitants 
of the Antilles to become lazy and as a re- 
sult of their indolence, poverty and decay 
have supplanted the opulent grandeur of 
the past.

AMAICA received its name owing to the’ 

number of its streams, as the Indian 
word Xamayca signifies “a land of springs 
and streams.” The island is traversed from 
east to west by a range of mountains rising 
to a height of 7000 feet, forming a watershed 
for seventy rushing streams of pure, crys- 
tal water. Just one out of this great num- 
ber of streams is navigable, the Black River 
as it is called is used as a waterway and 
produce such as sugar, rum and fruit is 
transported from the island to the sea on 


crafts of divers kinds and descriptions. Ja- 
maica was, in days gone by, a rendezvous 


and clearinghouse for buccaneers. Port 
Royal was considered to be the richest and 
wickedest city in the world. Pirates gath- 
ered there to drink, carouse and gamble 
away their ill-gotten gains. Jewelry, torn 
from the dismembered arms and fingers of 
living women, was stored away in secret 
hiding places and the evil creatures who in- 
habited the city boasted oftheir crimes and 
vied with one another in telling blood 
curdling tales of their life upon the high 
seas. But, as though in punishment of the 
unspeakable sins of this city, in 1692 an 
earthquake shook Jamaica to its foundations 
and Port Royal with three thousand of its 
houses slipped into the sea. Untold wealth 
lies now at the bottom of the ocean and the 
coral-encrusted ruins of bygone grandeur 
can be seen at a depth of many fathoms, 


Jamaica is said to be conducive to longevity 
and this beautiful spot is being recommerd- 
ed more and more as a health resort. 


Islands a Riot of Tropical Splendor, 
but Earthquakes Ever a Menace. 


UT in Jamaica, as in all the Antilles, 
there is an ever present sense of un- 
certainty. It seems that the wealth of 
tropical vegetation, the gorgeous flowers 
and luscious fruits are in a way a lure and 
a mockery. There is an unseen devil of 
truction hidden teneath the splendor of 
her mantle of voluptuous productivity, ready 
to belch forth death and disaster when least 
expected. Who knows when Kingston may 
meet the fate of the Port Royal of bygone 
days, or in fact when any other peaceful 
settlement may.be desolated by an earth- 
quake? 

The Leeward and Windward Islands are 
subject to hurricanes as well as to earth- 
quakes. Barbadoes in particular has been 
swept by frightful hurricanes as the island 
is rather flat, resting upon coral founda- 
tions. There is a twelve-pounder gua on 
the island which is said to have been blown 
a distance of 140 yards. Barbadoes is the 
most important of the Windward Islands 
and practically all of its fertile soll is culti- 
vated. The planters are fortunate in being 
able to secure efficient laborers so that the 
Barbadoes have been more prosperous than 
the Jamaicans. After the emancipation of 
the slaves in 1834 the Jamaica negroes 
would not work. They found plenty of fruit 
which could be had for the picking and in 
the mountainous regions there was plenty

Mystery, Superstition and Terror

M* PARENTS moved to live upon this 
verdant isle when I was a young child 
and my early recollections are colored by a 
sense of fear and uncertainty.

The stone walls which inclosed 
the spacious grounds, were syrmounted by 
iron railings, and the somewhat medieval 
heavy gates were kept closed and had to be 


opened by a darky when visitors came or 


went away. The rectory grounds adjoined 
the churchyard of St. Anthony's church. A 
stone wall which was surmounted y 
broken bottles separated the rectory lawr 
from the churchyard, which was filled with 
interesting relics of former conflicts be. 
tween the British and French for the pos. 
session of the island. There were many 
cannon in the churchyard and iron cannon 
balls were buried in the ground. In fact, 
the church had been fortified at one time 
and the walls had holes in them which had 
been used for cannon in the seventeenth 
century. 

The church was built in the form of a 
Maltese cross and three wings were occu- 
pied on Sundays by the blacks and mulat- 
tos, while the white people and the almost 
whites occupied the fourth wing. 


The ei Kepresents Every Shade 
and Color from White to Black. 


EN we lived on the island it was 

populated by about $000 human be 
ings of every conceivable shade of color, 
ranging from white to black. The pure Cau- 
casians, of which there numbered about 300, 
including the so-called white trash who lived 
in the out-of-the-way mountainous regions 
had, after a few years in the tropics, very 
bad complexions: their skins were yellow

musties and custies, who had only a “little 
dash of the tar brush,” and they were a 
peculiar shade, neither white nor yellew. 
From this shade of color, there were gradu- 
ated all degrees of vellow, light brown and 
dark brown skins, and then there were the 
full-blooded Africans. The term “colored” 
is used u the West Indies to indicate a per 
son who is a mixture of the white and black 
races. The colored girls are often pretiy 
and very attractive. Frequently they are 
sent to England to be educated. Their 
manners are charming and their voices soft, 
their fate, often. very sad indeed. Occta- 
sionally an unsuspecting young Englishman 
marries one of these girls, not knowing that 
she is not all Caucasian, and the offspring 
of these unions are sometimes typical Afri- 
cans.

In Montserrat the most popular way of 
traveling was on horseback. There were 
no street cars on the island and only a few 
people owned buggies or two-wheeled traps. 
The most “elegant” conveyance on the is- 
land was owned by a rich black man who 
had married a cockney English woman. 
They used to come to church in this wicker 
conveyance, which was drawn by two white 
mules. The black people were religious 
and going to church on Sunday was the 
principal event of their lives. During the 
week they worked in the canefields with 
their heads tied up in a red handkerchief, 

On Sunday 
he women donned starched cotton dresses, 
usually purple. A broad hat and a heavy 
yell was worn, and an umbrella served to 
protect the delicate complexion from the 
Sunday sun.

Voodoo Doctors Predominate. 


UT, although the Montserratans were 
supporters of the Church of England, 
Obeah men influenced them at all times. 
These Obeah men or Voodoo doctors were 
called in to cure the sick, to put spirits un- 
on others and to drive out jumbies from 
places where they were not welcome. Every 
Friday night the jumbie drums could be 
heard in the mountains calling the natives 
to attend their weird dances, These men 
are skilled in the use of vegetable poisons 
to which no antidotes are known. Love po 
tions obtained from them frequently have 
the effect of making the adored one’s hair 
fall out or his skin may peel off. Colored 
girls sometimes give love potions to white 
men, from which ensue these uncomfortable 
results. It ig very dangerous to ask for a 
glass of water at a strange habitation. White 
women are frequently poisoned by jealovs 


colored women—for the morals of the men 


in the tropics are. not above reproach—and 
the Obeah doctors are consulted when 4 
colored woman wishes to send a present of 
a poisoned cake or poisoned eggs to an un- 
suspecting wife. In fact, death lurks in 
many presents. The easy-going West In 
dian negro who was transplanted a few 
hundred years ago is not very far removed 
from the African savage. In Hayti, the 
negroes have become cannibals and if they 
were left to their own devices in the other 
islands they would soon return to their sav- 
age state. 

The little town of Plymouth, like all the 
towns of the smaller islands, is now crumb- 
ling away. The houses are broker down 
and are filled with worm-eaten furniture. 
The streets, which are paved with cobble- 
stones, are ill-kept and unsanitary. The 
most interesting denizens of the town are 
the perambulating venders of cooked fish 
and vegetables, fruits, pastry and confec 
tions. They are very erect and carry a tray 
upon the head, upon which they first place 
a handkerch.ef. 
place, always cheerful, and never by any 
chance dropping their precious burden. As 
the ways and means of cooking food are 
exceedingly primitive in the island the ven l- 


ers of cooked food were well-patronized by 


the inhabitants of the settlement. The wa- 
ters of the Caribbean abound in all kinds of 
sea food but the barracuda sometimes feed:
